Many of the best houses you come 
across will be kept by quadroons. 
They will not hurt you. They are 
lierfectly respectable, "and honest- 
will exhibit the best of breeding, and 
not obtrude tlicniselves iipim you in 
any way. I am lold liy lesideiils 
liiat the attendance and service is bet- 
ter with tliem than elsowhero, and 
tliat it it not coniidered at all out of 
placo for white jicople, both geiill 
men and ladies, In have rooms with 
colored landladies. I saw for mysel 
that tlicir looms are kepi m at und 
clean, and occupied by white people, 
who, BO far as I could atcertaiu or 
observe, Avore perfectly respectable. 

When you find rooms to suit yun 
engage tliem at once and pay for 
tboni. Then cjill a carriage, have 
your baggage brought there and you 
are at home. Don't bo afraid to ask 
questions, and don't hesitate to make 
a bargain with a hackman or anybody 
else. At the Ilni-cau of Information 
lliey will answer all the questions 
vou ask, and will not allow any sharks 
to get bold of you. If any one not 
known to tbo officials conies In there 
and aceo^U a ttranger they flro him 
out at onoe. They aim to protect 
you in every way possible. If )"ou 
want to make a gorgeous ass of 
yourself and won't bo nroteclcd, that 
is a free country, Just like It it any- 
wbcro else. 

After you arc settled in your rooiiis, 
unless you board in the bouse, the 
next question is about yonr eating. 
If you like such tilings, you can 
probably get vour landlady to include 
•'coffee"' with your rooms without 
extra charge. 'I'bat means that you 
will be served with a cup of strong 
coffee and a French roll before you 
get out ot bell in Ihc morning. It is 
said lo 1)0 a great luxury, liiit we 
didn't try it because we Uidii't have 
ibat kind of a landlady. I should 
think that It would be an excellent 
idea lo have il.

place.

The Work II liu Done and Uoir It Ii

'1 he iiolitii al services of the Hou.se o( 
Lords are vastly underrated. Violent 
parly iiH'asiire.s like the Irish Land Acts 
apart, the Kdueatiuii Act is alniiist con- 
fessedly the last viihialile achievement 
of the Commons. The great le^zal 
reforms of late years liave emanaieu 
friini till' I'ri'is. They have given us a 
vastly iiujiroved law of lauded property, 
and refbrms in the law affecting married 
women, which I distrust and dislike, 
hut which Lihend opinion strongly 
approves. Tliey would, hut (or the 
lioiise of Commons, have given us a 
eriininal aud perhaps a oTvil co<le. 
Their Committees on private business 
are much more respected and trusted 
than those of Ihu Lower House. 

Their judicial (iinetions are said to bo 
of the lii<;hi'st value. Our judges are 
iiul must be cvcluded from the House 
uf Commons. The presence in Parlla- 
niiMit of such men as I/>rd Calms, Lord 
Silliiirne. i/ord Coleridge and Lord 
I'.raiiuvi ll is invaluable— 1 might .say in- 
Jispens:d)le~to sound and judicious 
legislation. As judges they are kept in 
toucli of the practical working of the
